DEATH ON THE RAILS. 


Horrible Accident onthe Fort Wayne Rail- 
road—Other Disasters. 

MAsstton, Ohio, March 3.—A_ disastrous 
wreck occurred on the Fort Wayne road, at 
Lakeville, west of this city, at 1 o’clock this 
morning. The third section of a train broke 
down, and the fourth section of the same train 
crashed into the rear end. Immediately after 
the crash, atank car of gasoline, in front of 
the caboose, exploded and seattered the burn- 
ing liquid over the debris, which took fire and 
burned fiercely. Onthe engine were Engineer 
John Cowan, Fireman Harvey Galehouse and 
Head Brakeman Edward Miller. All of them 


‘were killed and their bodies burned to a crisp. 


Eightegn loaded cars were burned. The heat 
was so intense that it melted the bell on the 
engine of the fourth section, and it run down 
ina molten form over the boiler. The ties 
were burned for a distance of 500 feet, and the 
track was bent and drawn into all kinds of 
shapes. 
SAVED THFIR LIVES BY JUMPING. 

RicuMonp, Va., March 3.—Near King’s 
Mountain, N. C., on Sunday morning, the 
third section of a freight train on the Rich- 
mond and Danville railroad, ran into the rear 
part of the second section composed of four ca- 
boose cars loaded with train hands and three 
freight cars. Seven cars and locomotives were 
piled upand the cars burned. Ten persons 
were more or less injured, The engineers and 
firemen of the telescoping trains escaped by 
jumping. 

| THE SEAL FISHERY RING. 

The first shot of the Indiana Seal Fishery 
company at the administration, came today in 
the shape of a resolution introduced in the 
senate by Senator Voorhees, directing the 
secretary of the treasury to disclose the nature 
of all the bids submitted, with the accompany- 
ing papers and propositions. The campany, 
composed mainly of Indiana republicans, have 
thus selected a leading Indiana democrat to 
conduct their fight. This has caused a great 
deal of comment, as Senator Voorhees has many 
political reasons to push the fight against the 
president, aud the secretary of treasury to the 
utmost. 


NOTES OF THE BLIZZARD. 
Heavy Snow Storms in New England—Cold 
Weatner Everywhere. 

Boston, March 3.—A very heavy snow 
stor.n has prevailed in the greater portion of 
New England since yesterday. At noon to- 
day dispatches indicate a practical cessation 
of the storm, at most points clearing, colder 
weather following. Snow on a 
Jevel has been from twelve to 
eighteeni -nches, The highways are 
said to be in a bad condition, and trains were 
somewhat delayed, and for the first time this 
winter snowplows were a necessity. Today 
is town meeting day in many parts of the state, 
and it is expected the meetings will be materi- 
ally interfered with by the storm. 

The snow sterm is over in’ Boston, and the 
sun is shining. The snowfall in this city is 
given as eighteen inches. 

THE ORANGE TREES NIPPED. 

Sr. AuGusTINE, Fla., March 3.—The weather 
is still frosty, but is moderating. The mercury 
was‘at twenty-five degrees last night. Ba- 
nanas, guavas and early truck gardens are 
badly damaged. The orange trees are badly 
nipped, and in some localities the trees have 
been killed. There will be a great loss on 
next season’s crop, as the trees are all in 
bloom. 

MonTGoMERY, Ala., March 3.—[Special.]— 
Cold weather has. greatly injured fruit and 
vegetables. - Corn has not been planted to any 
great extent, and cotton not at all. 

FALLING RAPIDLY. 

LOUISVILLE, March 3.—The river has fallen 
to thirty-one feet nine inches and is going 
down very slowly. ‘ The water is now standing 
several feet deep in a number of business 
houses and tenements on the river fronts and 
a number of factories have shutdown. About 
1,000 men are temporarily thrown out of work. 

DAMAGE TO TRUCK. 

Most tr, Ala., March 3.—The frost Saturday, 
Sunday and Monday mornings, including the 
hard freeze of Sunday morning, did much 
damage to growing truck crops in this locality. 
It is thought cabbage of the first crops is dam- 
aged fully twenty-five per cent. All small 
vegetables are killed. 

THE FRUIT KILLED. 

HARRISONBURG, Va., March 3.—For the last 
forty-eignt hours the weather has been the 
coldest of the season. The mercury crawled 
down nearly to zero. It is thought peaches, 
apples and small fruit are killed.

Seem to Be Discussed in Wask:. 
ington. 


LIVINGSTON IS REFERRED TO. 


A Full Alliance Ticket for State and 
Federal Offices | 


ANNOUNCED AS IN A STATE OF INCUBATION 


Wasninaton,’ March 3.—[Special.]}—The 
Georgia delegation is somewhat agitated over 
letters from Georgia, giving the details of an 
alleged plan by which the farmers’ alliance is 
to nominate Colonel Livingston for governor. 
and a full set of alliance congressmen. The 
Post, this morning, published the first news of 
the letters. 

The Associated Press, today, sends out the 
following: 

A report was published today to the effect that 
the members of the Georgia delegation in the 
house of representatives, had received letters 
stating that their re-election would be opposed by 
the Farmers’ Alliance of that state, which would 
put candidates of its own inthe field. Inquiry of 
several of the Georgia congressmen was met by 
denials of the truth of the story, and the state- 
ment that no such letters have been received by 
them. 

The Post will say tomorrow: 

A report has been sent out by one of the press 
associations denying that any letters have been 
received by members of the Georgia congressional 
delegation that farmers’ alliance candidates 
would be put out in Georgia districts to oppose 
the sresent members. 

The Post printed this story. It came from a 
Georgia member who, has received two or more 
letters containing the information that Colonel L. 
F. Livingston, president of the state alliance and 
a candidate for governor, has a scheme on foot 
which he will soon put into opera- 
tion, ‘to bring out an alliance candidate 
for congress in each of the ten Georgia districts. 

‘None of the present delegation will be on Liv- 
ingston’s slate, which will be dubbed the alliance 
ticket.”

SPOONER ON THE BLAIR BILL. 


States Only Have the Right to Regulate Edu- 
cation. 

Wasnincton, March 3.—Mr. Voorhees of- 
fered a preamble and concurrent resolution re- 
citing that in the recent lease of the fur seal 
islands of Alaska to the North American Com- 
mercial company certain provisions of the law 
were not complied with and directing the see- 
retary of the treasury to furnish to the senate 
complete copies of all the bids for the lease 
with all accompanying papers, all testimony, 
memoranda, arguments, letters and correspon- 
dence with the holders; and that the seeretary 
refrain from executing or delivering the lease 
to the North American Commercial company 
until the subject be inquired into by the sen- 
ate. He asked to have the resolution referred 
to the finance committee, as that committee 
meets tomorrow, and it was so ordered. 

The bill fixing the salaries of several judges 
of the United States district court at $5,000 
per annum was taken up, discussed at some 
length and passed—yeas 38, nays 13. 

Mr. George was the principal opponent of 
the bill. . 

BLAIR’S BILL AGAIN. 

At 2:20 the senate resumed consideration of. 
the Blair educational bill, and was addressed 
by Mr. Spooner. He had voted, he said, once 
in favor of the bill, not without some misgiv- 
ing as toits policy. When it came again be- 
fote the senate, he had felt constrained (after 
full reflection on the subject) to vote against 
it, and now asit was once more pending for 
action, he was impelled to vote against it, and 
desired to state his reasons for doing so with 
brevity and directness. He agreed with the 
senator from New Hampshire as to the neces- 
sity of education among the masses, and could 
not withhold a tribute of his respect and ad- 
miration for the superb industry, courage, 
ability and constaney with which that senator 
has pressed the subject on the consideration of 
the senate and of the eountry. 

He had no difficulty with the constitutional 
objections urged against the bill. He admit- 
ted that the matter of education of the chil- 
dren of a state was within the province and 
jurisdiction of the state. He agreed that it 
was for the state, not for the federal govern- 
ment, to declare what the school system of the 
state should be. Noone would contend that 
it was within the constitutional competency 
of congress to declare what should be the 
schoo] age of a state, or pass a law (that it. 
could enforce) for compulsory education in a 
state. Butit did not follow from that, that 
congress might not grant lands, or money de- 
rived from the sale of lands, to aid the states 
in educating their children. Such grants of 
land and of money had been made repeatedly. 

DEFENSE OF THE PRESS. 
The newspaper press could have no interest 


against the general interest of the people. It 
could not have an interest against universal 
knowledge. Ifit had any special interest on 
the subject it was in favor of the proposition 
that every man, woman and child in the 
United States should notonly be taught to 
read, but that they should be tanght to read a 
newspaper. The press felt the public pulse, 
and knew what interested the public eye. He 
ad gauged cor- 
rectly the information contained in the sena- 
tor’s (Blair’s) speech. He believed that no 
newspaper could do better service than to lay 
before its readers the entire speech of the sen- 
ator. In learning, in research, in analysis, in 
statistical information, it was worthy of the 
senator, and that was saying all that could be 
said. But the fact that the _ 
had not done it, was, to his mind, evidence 
that the people of the country were not today 
(as they had been years ago) intensely inter- 
ested in favoring the bill. In the west there 
had been a great change in public. sentiment. 
Among prominent republican journals in the 
west which formerly advocated but now op- 
d the bill, Mr. Spooner named the Chicago 
ribune, Milwaukee Sentinel, St. Pan) Pioneer 
Press, and the leading republican paper of 
Omaha. Several of the southern states, he 
said, were opposep to it, through theirsenators. 
Leading newspapers of the south were no 
longer in favor of it 
Referring to Mr. Blair’s suggestion that, 
as the pensions were paid almost exclusively 
in the north, his bill would tea@ somewhai to 
make up for that to the southern states. Mr. 
Spencer said that he could not for a moment

HOUK’S LITTLE TRICK BOX. 


He Should Take Warning From Foraker in 
the Ballot Box Business. 

Wasuineton, March 3.—In the house, Mr. 
O’Donnell, of Michigan, at the request of the 
Seventh Day Adventists, of the United States, 
presented a petition bearing 253,000 names, 
protesting against the passage Of any bil) in 
regard to the observance of Sabbath. Ke- 
ferred. 

The rules were suspended and the joint reso- 
lution was passed; yeas 117, nays 67, author- 
izing the appointment of thirty medical exam- 
iners for pension bnreau.

HOUK’S BALLOT BOX.

Mr. Outhwaite of Ohio, in advocating the 
case of the contestee, exhibited what is known 
as the_double action ballot box, which the 
republicans assert was used in twenty-one 
‘precincts, and which enables the precinct 
judges to cast aside the vote of any person 
they may see fit. He showed the manipula- 
tion by which such judges could deceive a 


» voter, and lead him to believe that his ballot 


has been properly deposited. He quoted from 
the returns of precincts where, it is alleged 
these boxes were used in order to show that 
the vote for Featherstone far exceeded that for 
Cate, and he further asserted that there was 
not a particle af evidence in the case to show 
that such a box as he now presented was 
used in the election. The ballot box had been 
brought into the case by the attorney for the 
contestant, but nobody had told where it had 
comé from. Speaking of ballot boxes, some

REPUBLICAN. LEAGUE CLUBS. 


Delegations Arriving at Nashville to Attend 
the Convention. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 3.—The streets of 
Nashville are filled with strangers, who come 
to attend the national convention of the re- 
publican league clubs, which meets tomorrow. 
All day long delgations were coming in, and 
tonight representations from nearly all repub- 
lican organizations in Pennsylvania, Indiana, 
Louisiana, South Carolina, West Virgina, 
Tennessee, and Kentucky had arrived. Dele. 
gations from New York, Illinois, Missouri, 
Ohio, Nebraska, Mississippi, Delaware and the 
New England states were delayed by the floods, 
but will reach here in time forthe opening 
of the convention. The Pennsylvania dele- 
gates signalized their arrival at Duncan’s 
hotel tonight by singing, ‘‘“My Country ’Tis of 
Thee.”” They were heartily cheered. To- 
morrow morning the Pennsylvanians will hold 
a caucus and arrange to present the name of 
Edwin 8. Stewart, of Philadelphia, president 
of the Pennsylvania state | e, for presi- 
dent of the national organization. They have 
been promised the support of a number of dele- 
gates, and strong fight will be made to 
elect him. The convention will be in session 
at least two days, and fully 500 delegates are 
expected. 
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LEGISLATION IN TENNESSEE. 


The Iniquitous Features of Double Taxation 
to Be Retained. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 3.—{Special.]— 
The defeat of all measures pertaining to 
double taxation was foreshadowed today by 
two features in the house proceedi The 
first was the adverse report by thé finaace 
ways and means committee upon every bill 
they had under consideration.

TO FRAME NEW CONSTITUTION

WHEN BAYONETS RULED THE PEOPLE. 


JACKSON, Miss., March 3.—[Special.]—The 


legislature having adjourned and the treasury 


sensation having subsided, the chief feature of 
the work of the legislature, the calling of a 
constitutional convention for August 12th, is 
the main object of discussion by both the press 
and the people of Mississippi. 

THE PRESENT CONSTITUTION. 

The present constitution was framed, as lo- 
cally described, by ‘‘carpet-baggers, scalla- 
wags and negroes.” In only four or five 
counties in the state did the white people take 
any interest in the election. Then delegates 
were elected, and the few democrats who were 
returned retired in a body long before the 
final adjournment. 

Prominent among the number who qui®that 
convention, leaving the republicans to run the 
convention were W. L. Hemingway, the late 
treasurer, and Hon. J. W. C. Watson, still one 
of the leading men of the state, and who had 
been a member of the confederate states senate. 

The constitution so adopted was defeated in 
the autumn of 1868, and President Grant or- 
dered a resubmission in 1869. After eliminat- 
ing some features it was adopted, and under 
republican rule the state continued until 1876, 
when the democrats came into power. 

AGITATING A NEW CONVENTION. 

Since then the mass of the white people 
thought that they should make a new consti- 
tution, but the fact of alarge negro majority 
has played its part to keep it off tiH this time. 
The white counties have wanted it, and the 
negro counties have been afraid of it. The 
weight of official influence has been._uniform- 
ally against it. Those in high positions, with 
long tenures of oftice before them, have ever 
been readier to stand by the present. con- 
stitution than to take chances of being 
knocked out by a constitutional 
convention. Two years ago the friends 
of a new organic law, passed a bill through 
both houses, providiug that the question as to 
whether a convention should be called or not, 
be submitted to a vote of the people. Those 
opposing any change, voted against the bill. 
Governor Lowry vetoed the bill, and it failed 
to pass over his vetoe. The question went to 
the people, and they have been handling it for 
the past two years. The state convention 
that nominated Governor Stone took no stand 
in the matter, further than to advise that it be 
discussed and made an issue in the selection 
of members of the legislature. Governor 
Stone, while not giving his opinion as to 
its advisability, pledged himself before his 
nomination to “f; the bill should 
6né pass, which he did in thirty minutes after 
it reached him. 

THE NEW CONVENTION. 

The friends of the measure were in a decided 
majority when the legislature met, and boldly 
announced their intention of calling a con -en- 
tion outright by the legislature, without sub- 
mitting it to the people. Its opponents ad- 
vancing, camped on the ground where their 
enemies had bivouacked two years before and 
this time fought for leaving the question to 
the people. They lost, however, and the con- 
vention will be held. 

Now the question is, what is going to be 
done? Inthe first place it may be observed 
that at least a score of men will be members 
of this convention who, resting under the 
ban of disfranchisement in 1868, could not 
vote when the present constitution was 
adopted. Since the matter has been settled 
affirmatively, the factions have buried the 
hatchet, and seem to vie with each other in 
the furtherance of measures which will place 
the making of our organic law in the hands of 
leading men. Senators George and Walthall 
will both be nominated from the state at large 
without opposition, notwithstanding that their 
positions were as the antipodes on calling a 
convention, George favoring it and Walthall 
opposing it. Barksdale will be there, and the 
acknowledged rector of the Mississippi 
bar, Wiley Harris, who, after serving one term 
iff congress thirty years ago, has refused all 
others since, will be sent from Hinds. Mr. 
Muldrow, Cleveland’s assistant secretary of the 
interior, will go lrom Oktibbeha, and La- 
Fayette county is now insisting that she will 
send Justice Lamar. Nothing but his positive 
veto will prevent his being there. General 
Featherstone and General West will be there. 
Lieutenant-Governor Sims will probably rep- 
resent Lowndes.. Joi P. Waller will certainly 
be sent from Meridian. 

In short, the convention promises to be the 
most able body that ever assembled in the 
State. 

THE QUESTIONS BEFORE IT. ‘ 

The white counties want a more democratic 
government. They want to elect judges by 
the people as well as railroad commissioners. 
In fact, they want the sovereign people to 
choose their own rulers or servants from cellar 
te garret. The appointing powers, as well as 
the absolute pardoning power, they want swept 
away. They want fewer offices and smaller 
salaries, the maximum of which must be fixed 
in the organiclaw. The white counties, not 
locally overshadowed by negro majorities, are 
opposed to any restrictions of suffrage as refers 
to a properly or educational qualification, but 
contend that it should go inte the constitution 
that each county should have one representa- 
tive instead of the apportionment being based 
on population, as in the present constitution. 
Those in the delta, or black belt, who have 
favored a convention, and they are few, 
have wanted it to involve some scheme 
to limit suffrage, and that section will, now 
that the convention is to be held, contend for 
some such measure as that the voter must own 
property or bé able to read and write.

. SEVERAL IMPORTANT DECISIONS. 


The Righ tof a Citizen to Sue a State Ine - 
volved. 


WASHINGTON, Februry 3.—The supreme court 
today rendered a decision in the case of Bern. 
ard B. Hans, plaintiff in error, vs. the state of 
Louisiana, brought here on appeal from the 
circuit court of the United States for the - 
eastern district of Louisiana. It is said that 
from ten to twelve million dollars are involved 
in the case, the decision of which turns upom 
the important constitutional question .of the 
right of a citizen to sue his own state. It is 


said that this question has never been decided. 
Hans is owner of a considerable amount 
of consolidated lands of the states 
of Louisiana, and wheu the state issu 
these bonds it made provisions for — 
levy of a special tax to meet the interest and 
principal of these bonds. It furthermore de 
clared the bonds to create a contract betweet 
the state and the bondholders which should 
not be impaired and declared that judicial 
power should be used whenever necessary te 
secure the levy and collection of the tax and 
payment of the bonds. The state constitution 
adopted in 1879, however, partly repudiated 
this agreement and directed that the revenue 
collected by the levy of the special interes? 
tax should be diverted to defray the expenses 
of the state government. 

Hans, who is a citizen of Louisiana, brought 
suit to have the new state constitution de« 
clared invalid so far as it impaired the contract 
between the state and the bondholders, on the 
the und that it violated the constitution of 
the United States. The state set up the plea 
that it could not be sued by one of its own citi- 
zens without its consent, and, the circuit court 
deciding the question in favor of the state, the 
case comes here for final decision. 

. Justice Bradley, in his opinion affiring thie 
judgment, says that if, as plaintiff in error 
contends, he has the right to maintain the 
suit, because he is a crtizen of Louisiana and 
not of some other state, then we should hare 
anomalous results that incases arising under 
the constitution of the United States, a state 
may be sued in the federal courts by its own 
citizens, though not by the citizens of other 
states, for thisis forbidden by the eleventh 
amendment. If thisis the necessary conse- 
quence of the language of the constitution and 
law, the result is no less startling and unex. 
pected than was the original decision of this 
court in the case of Chisholm vs. the state 
of Georgia, that under the language of the 
constitution the state was liable to be 
sued by citizens of another state. This de- 
cision Created such a surprise throughout the 
country, thatat the first meeting of congress 
thereafter the eleventh amendment tothe cone 
stitution was almost unanimously proposed, 
and in due course adopted. ! 

In conclusion the court says: “It is not nee 
essary toenter upon an examination of the 
reasons or exediency of the rule which exe 
emptsa sovereign state from prosecution in 
a court of justice at the suit of individuals. I¢ 
is enough to declare its existence. The legis 
lative department of state represents its poli- 
cy and its will,and is called upon by 
highest demands of divine and natura] law te 
preserve justice and judgment and to hold ins 
violate the obligations of the state, 
Any de we from this rule, 
except or reasons most t 
(of which the legislature alone can judge) 
never fails in the end to incur the lta 
the world and to bring lasting injury upon the 
state itself, but to deprive the legislature of the 
power of judging what the honor and safety of 
a state may require, even at the expense of @ 
temporary failure to discharge public debts, 
would be attended with greater evils thag 
such failure could cause. It would, in fact, 
deprive the state of that sovereignty and inde- 
pendence in the management of its affairs 
which are essentia) toits antonomy, and which 
is always understood to be its prerogative by 
all private parties that deal with it.”’ 

he court reversed judgment in the case o 
the state of North Carolina, and of Robe 
auditor, against Temple, for the reasons stat 
in the Hans case. This case involved several 
million dollars, aud also presented the ques. 
tion of the right of a citizen to sue his own 
state. 

ACCOMMODATIONS FOR BOTH RACES. 

The case of the Louisville, New Orleans and 
Texas Pacific Railroad company vs. the state 
of Mississippi was decidedstoday. Justice 
Brewer read the decision. The question ime 
volyed was the power of the state 
to compel railroad companies to pro 
vide within the state separate accommodations 
for the two races. The road was indicted for 
failure to do this, under the provisions of am 
act passed March 2, 1888; was convicted and 
fined and appealed. The supreme court of Mis- 
sissippi held ‘“‘the opinion of Justice Brewer”* 
that the statute applied solely to come 
merce within the state, and that the construce 
tion of the statute of the state by its highess 
court must be accepted as conclusive here. 

“The statute in this case, as settled by the 
supreme court of Mississippi, affects only such: 
commerce within the state; and comes, there- 
fore, within the principles thus laid down. We 
see no error in the ruling of the supreme court 
of the state uf Mississippi, and its judgment is 
therefore afiirimed.’’ x 

RIOTS IN GERMANY. 
The Socialists Dissatisfied With the Result of 
Second Elections. 

Berwin March 3.—Returns have been ra< 
ceived from al! districts in which second bal 
lots for members of the reichstag were held, 
with the exception of twenty-six. These re 
turns, together with those from the districts im 
which the elections occurred, on first ballots 
show the election of 106 members of the center 
party, seventy-four German liberals and dem- 
ocrats, sixty-two conservatives, thirty-nine 
national liberals, sixteen imperialists and 
thirty-five socialists. When the result of the 
second ballot was announced at Dartmund the 
socialists nnn inariot. When the police 
attempted to disperse them they were stoned. 
The police then charged the rioters with drawm 
swords and scattered thecrowd. Thirty of the 
rioters were arrested. Precisely similar scenes 
were enacted at Duisburg. 

It is reported that the emperor, in his speecls 
at the Staalrath dinner on Saturday, ae | 
to the successes of the socialists, said: ‘ 
don’t fear them. But as regards the socialist 
democracy it is my affair. Iam ready to deal 
with it alone.”’ 

Excepting nine re-ballots, the results of which 
are still awaited, 297 seats in thereichstag are di- 
vided as follows: Centrists 112, freissinege and 
Volks’ party 80, socialists 37, conservatives 66, im- 
20, national liberals 39, Poles 16, anti- 
semites 4, independents 3, Alsatians 11.

FIELD UP THE SECRET OF WINTER 


EXISTENCE. 


The Negroes of Dougherty County Trying to 
Force the Planters Into Renting 
Out Their Lands, 

AuBany, Ga., March 3.—[Special.]—The 
Other day Mr. Sim Bowles, who lives in 
Mitchell county, was walking around his mill 
pend, which is situated at the forks of two 
creeks. In his peregeriations he came across a 
cave. Leading from it through the earth was 
apparently large burrow. He obtained a 
pole and began investigating. The cave and 
burrow extended somo twenty feet. He dug 
into it, and between five or six feet beneath 
the surface he came to seven alligators. They 
were large, old rusty fellows, ranging from 
four to ten feet in length. 

MAKING A TEST. 

They were sound asleep, enjoying their win- 

ter nap in accordance with the queer 


hiabit of these hibernating saurians. They. 


were promptly despatched. There is an 
@id belief, that when the alligators find the 
‘winter apprceaching they gobble down a num- 
ber of pine knots to fill up their aching voids, 
and then take their lengthly siesta. Mr. 
Bowles thought this would be a good oppor- 
tunity to test this belief, and accordingly one 
of the reptiles was cut open. Within it was 
several fat lightwood knots, and now Mr. 
Bowles is ready to testify tothe truth of this 
theory as to the capacity of the alligator for 
digesting the knots of the pine while slumber- 
‘ng throfgh the winter months. 

COLORED LABOR SCARCE. 

. The planters complain of the difficulty of 
hiring and controlling colored laborers. They 
attribute this trouble to the number of organ- 
izations among them, in which they are -ad- 
vised by their leaders not to hire to the white 

nen, or to work on shares, only to 
rent land and mules from them, 
and start out on their own 
hook. They are also cautioned against plant- 
ing too large a proportion of cotton, but to 
¥Yaise envugh corn to supply themselves for 
next year, and thus beeome independent of 
‘those who make advances. These instructions 
they are following most literally. The result 
will be quantities of small farms scattered 
where the great plantations formerly existed 
‘and controiled by negroes. 

CREDIT TOO EASY. — 

The great drawback to the prosperity of the 
megro farmers here is the ease with which they 
@btain credit, and the large profits they pay for 
such advances. Immense. quantities of 
inules, buggies, carts, wagons and _ food 
supplies are being sold them. Many 
eof them are in debt and are carried over from 
yearto year. Theresuit being that they are 
in a species of financial slavery to their cred- 
itors, who hold mortgages upon all they have 
and even upon their prospective crops, and 
thus kave them completely. in their control. 
Their genera! extravagance and unnecessary 
Wants which they gratify without thinking of 
the morrow, féep them in this bondage of debt. 
A Moses will have to rise up from among their 
organization to teach them economy and lead 
them from this tinancial slavery. 

NO EGGS IN ALBANY. 

Not an egg in town!: Thisis the condition 
of affairs at present in Albany. The competi- 
tion arnong the grocers brought the price of 
this necessity down to twelve conts per dozen, 
and wheiher the hens became disgusted at the 
idea of their eggs only commanding a penny 
apiece and refused to produce any more, or 
whether their owners found a more remunera- 
But at 
present not an egg is to be obtained in Albany 
for love or money. 

A SCARCITY OF"GUANO. 

There are no fertilizers in Albany. That 
has been the condition for several days. The 
large fertilizer works here and the firms who 
manufacture in immense quantities have been 
taxed to their utmost capacity, and still they 
cannot supply the demand. Never before 
have guanos been as cheap as now, and they 


~~" are sold at a less priee here than in any city in 


the state. The demand has more than kept 
pace with the reduction in price. Our farms 


shouid blossom as the rose when the fertilizers 


get in their work. 


STEAMBOATS ON THE FLINT. | 

Two steamboats upon the Flint will carry 
freight to and from Albany and the gulf. The 
boats will likely be built here, and will be 
perfectly adapted to the navigatioh of this 
stream. A gentleman from Brunswick, an 
old steamboat master, will probably take 
charge of the first boat, and perhaps superin- 
tend the building thereof.

TALKING FOR SEWANEE. 


An Interesting Meetiug at St. Luke's Yes- 
terday. 


A lecture on Sewanee, the university of the 
south, was delivered last evening in the guild 
parlors of St. Luke’s cathedral by Professor 
W.H. McKellar, one of the collegiate in- 
structors. An intelligent and appreciative au- 
dience was present, and followed the lecture 
very closely. 

As might have been expected, the lecturer 
spoke in favor of his alma mater, though the 
reasons for so doing appeared quite cogent. 
Sewanee is on a mountain top, and the climate 
is invigorating aud favorable to physical de- 
velopment. Good education in the Sewa- 
nee senso is mental, moral and physi- 
cal. In the grammar school depart- 
ment boys are taken from the age 


of twelve upwards, in the college proper from 
sixteen. ‘The young men live in licensed 
boarding halls, in which the family organiza- 
tion is followed under the supervision of the 
authorities. 

Sewanee is 2 thoroughly democratic institu- 
tion in this respect that there is no ‘‘clags’’ or- 

anization: all students are either gownsmen, 
ane wear the ‘‘Oxford capand gown’’) or jun- 
iors. In fact, the university is after the Ox- 
ford model, and the only feature that is pecu- 
liarly American, is a very fine cadet corps of 
three companies, which is supervised by a 
United States army officer. Otherwise itis nota 
military college, by any means, but one in which 
the best results are to be obtained by young 
American gentlemen. There are seventeen 
depamtments of study taught by a faculty of 
twenty-four professors and instructors. 

The vacations are in the winter at Sewanee, 

as that season is rathersevere on that elevated 
plateau. This arrangement gives friends of 
the students the opportuyity of visiting them 
in the summer when they are at work, while 
the university is in full swing. Tt also enables 
the faculty to secure such special) lecturers 
when other colleges are in yacation) as 
tharles Dudle arner, Thomas Nelson 
Page, Dr,| Gildersleeve, the eminent k 
scholar of Johns Hopkins; and Dr. Thomas R. 
Price, of Columbia. Professor McKellar 
stated that the college had won four 
out of seven medals for state (Tennes- 
see) oratorical contests. It has a good 
baseball team, whieh so far has only been de- 
feated four times, aud generally ‘‘gets away” 
with its opponents. 

It was easy to gather from the pleasant 
young speaker’s Jecture that the people of the 
south had no need to binsh for theiraniversity, 
but that it is proving itself in all respects an 
institution of icarning,. rving of the confi- 
dence and support, moral and financial, of “‘the

It was a queer scene. Friendship church is 
one of the leading colored churches in Atlanta. 
Rev. Edwin Carter is its pastor, and he has 
one of the largest and most intelligent econgre- 
gations in the city. 
Sometime ago it was decided to give the col- 
ored students an opportunity to exercise them- 
‘sevies in their ‘knowledge of law and equity, 
| by appearing before mock courts and arguing 
cases in point. 

Sometime ag» a number of them appeared be- 
fore a mock suprerior court, and argued the 
case of W. H. Hardin and Wesley C. Mays, 
accused of rivt, and coming under the statute 
against kukluxing, M. Price appearing as pros- 
ecutor. 

The case was ably argued and the jury stood 


supreme court. 

‘Last evening the argument came up before 
the mock supreme court. 

Friendship church is undergoing repairs 
and scaffolding hides the ceiling. 

But the benches are left free and open. 

And every one of them was occupied, while 
a lot of people struggled for standing room. 

The judges were Nick Holmes, 
Will Andrews, H. Hamilton, Professor Keene, 
Rev. Joe Flipper, C. O. Fisher, with 
A. B. Walker as chief justice. 

Sergeant-at-Arms John Dennis, who is a 
Kimball house porter, appeared with a red 
sash around his waist and a pistol stuck in the 
right hand corner, as a badge of authority. 

James R. Jones, a student of Atianta uni- 
versity, was court stenographer. 

The first speaker was H. L. Hunt, who 

briefly stated the case for the defense. 
_ Another student named Parker, from the 
Baptist Seminary, appeared next, and he tore 
the very socks off the accusers of the alleged 
knklux. His speech was fall of bombastic 
eloquence, and was read rather than uttered. 
But it was full of pertinent points, and was 
well studied and delivered. At its close there 
was a slight commotion, and _ the 
announcement was made that a wedding was 
imminent. The sea of dusky faces, with a 
sprinkling of white that appeared like flecks 
of foam on the stormy billows, was turned to- 
ward the front. 

Rey. Edwin Carter, pastor of the church, 
descended to the center of the aisle, and the 
procession moved up the aisle. Under the 
garish light they advanced, and the marriage 
was duly solemnized according to the rites of 
the church and the laws of the state. 

After the wedding ‘the argument was re- 
sumed, astudent of Atlanta university, named 
Lloyd, using the powers of his eloquence in 
the prosecution of the prisoners. 

Then came the most logical and law-like 
speech of the evening by a Baptist seminary 
student named Dodd, who delivered a splendid 


necessary and indefinite wildcat peroration, 
the judges themselves questioning its perti- 
nency to the case in hand. 

Student Hunt had the closing argument, 
and he did well. .His speech was interpolated 
by frequent references to the code of the state, 
and interrupted by numerous queries from the 
bench.

It was acurious scene. A numberof men 
were assuming to take upon themselves the 
majesty and dignity of the supreme court of 
the United States. Invested with unlimited 
power, for the hour, they seemed to feel the 
importance of the oecasion. 

None of them wore gowns. One wore a 
dress suit with a snow-white shirt; his neigh- 
bor wore a cutaway suit with a voluminous 
neck-choker; the third wore a_ business 
suit and an air of solicitude ; 
the next wore his best Sunday 
clothes and a pair of eye glasses; another 
wore a checked suit; another had on a dressy 
watch chain; and the seventh, a white man, 
wore a pair of steel rimmed spectacles and an 
interested expression. 

After the speaking was over Chief Justice 
Walker arose and, departing from the dull 
routine of custom, he went on to make a 
speech. 

In the wind-up he said that he had been 
called upon by the judges to deliver the opinion 
of the court, and he announced that, fe the 
prisoner was still in jail, they ordered his 
release, as. they had reversed the judgment of 
the court below. Asa sort of addenda he said 
that there was an ice cream festival going on 
below, and the Odd Fellows were conducting 
an entertainment .uptown—admission fifteen 
cents. 

And then they adjourned. 

The East Pointers were cleared. 

Not by a court of Georgia, but by a self- 
constituted supreme court of the United 
States. 

It was an unusual scene, and the gravity of 
the occasion surpassed in its comicalities the 
most supreme efforts of all the humorists.

“ Lively Journalism.” 

Under this heading, Max O’ Rell discusses 
American newspapers in the March number 
of the North American Review. 

It is sometimes pleasant, and at all times 
interesting, to see ourselves as others see us, 
and this brilliant Frenchman does his best to 
increase our feeling of self-satisfaction. Max 
0’ Rell says that our newspapers are the best 
in the world, because they are filled with the 
news of the day instead of devoting a large 
share of their space tothe opinions of the 
editors. Centuries of class domination in 
Europe have made the people willing to take 
their opinions from those who control the 
press, but in this country the intelligent and 
independent citizen demands the facts-—the 
news—and forms hisownopinions, This does 
not weaken the American editoria¥page. On 
the contrary, it makes it better. Our edito- 
rials instead of being confined to the expres- 
sion of personal views, are a mixture of fact 
and comment, and henc® convey information 
of real value. 

The latitude allowed our special corres- 
pondents and reporters enables them to make 
public matters of interest which in the old 
world are the secrets of the privileged few. 
But what strikes our Frenchman most is thé 
readable quaiity of our newspapers. With 
us it isnot sufficient .to state a fact or an 
Opinion in good English, The headlines 
~ must- be suggestive. Short sentences and 
paragraphs graphically written must lure the 
reader on to the body of anarticle. A good 
mews item must take the shape of a story, 
and when there is room for it there must be 
a play of fancy—something picturesque and 
epigrammatic. 

Perhaps we are superficial and sensational. 
If so we reflect the age in which we live. 
Just what a people are, their newspapers will 
-be. But Max O’Rell says that he does not 
care to make such points against us so long 
as American newspapers spend thousands of 
dollars to secure an accurate account of an 
incident in Europe, and thousands more to 
send a Stanley into the heart of Africa. 

After all, the chief mission of a newspaper 
is to get the news and print it iu an inter- 
esting shape. Taking this view of it, Amer- 
fcan journalism deserves all the good tiings 
gaid about it. 


A Sweeping Dog Law. 

It has been proposed time and again in 
this state to have a general dog law, but the 
measure always falls through, as our states- 
men feel very ticklish when it comesto a 
vote. 

New York, however, has boldly tackled 
the evil, and hereafter taxes will be imposed 
upon dogs over four months old. 

This sweeping law provides that every 
person or family owning or harboring a 
female dog shall pay a tax of three dollars, 
and a tax of five dollars for each additional 
- female dog. Other dogs are taxed from one 
to two dollars. 

The law requires a registration of dogs by 
the clerks of cities, villages and towns, for 
which fees will be charged. The registered 
dogs will wear stamped collars, and will be 
safe for one year. 

Already a protest is coming up from the 
rural districts of New York. The country 
people appear to be against the dog tax, and 
it is likely that the matter will be made a big 
issue in the next election. The result will 
be watched with interest all overthe country. 
Just at present the dogs are getting the worst 
of it, but they may yet come out on top, 


Good Public Roads. 

As we have stated on more than one oc- 
casion, Georgia is not the only state in the 
nnion that is afflicted with bad roads. In 
Pennsylvania, the highways, as a general 
thing, are no better than the average 
thoroughfares in Georgia. In New York 
the roads are in a like condition, and the 
same may be said of the roads in the rural 
districts of New England. 

The disturbing fact, however, is that 
Pennsylvania, New York, and other states, 
are giving themselves over to reform in this 
matter. Georgia had a little spasm of this 
sort nearly a year ago, the official pro- 
_ @eedings of the road cohgress of Georgia, 

and the speeches of tliose who took part in 

those proceedings -make very interesting 
reading. They are so interesting, in fact, 
that something important is likely to grow 

Out of them in the future. ts 

Meantime, however, the interest in the 
nao ee Was then developed appears to 
onthe Wane. Perhaps this is due to the fact 

that the legislature failed to come up to the 
expectations of those who perceive the need 
_@f reform. Another legislature, if the 
proper pressure is brought to bear by the 
people and the newspapers, may be de- 
pended on to carry out. the suggestions of 
tre roa‘ congress, and thus give counties 
_ and communities the power to improve their 


roads. 


highway commissioners, whose duty it shall 
be to attend to the construction and main- 
tenance of an improved system of public \ 
roads outside of the cities, building them up 
and perfecting them on the road-beds of 
such existing highways as may be selected 
by the respective boards of county super- 
visors. es 

In Pennsylvania a special tax for road 
purposes has been levied, and: a working 
plan for its expenditure lias been provided. 
In Maryland, there is a movement for bet- 
ter roads, and also in Massachusetts, and 
it is a movement that is bound to spread. 

The Manufacturers’ Record is of the opin- 
ion that as the public highways belong to 
all the-people, to be used in common, their 
improvement is a duty that ought to fall on 
the state itself. The cities and tewns may 
be depended on to look out for themselves, 
but the improvement of the country high- 
Ways ought to be a part of the state’s 
policy.

Editor Labourchere, of the London Truth, 
has been suspended asa member of the house 
of commons for one tweek. 

Mr. Labouchere is the brightest and most 
fearless journalist in England. The offense 
which led to his suspension will be readily 
forgiven by the people, as it was she natural 
outcome of the zeal of their champion in 
their service. Mr. Labouchere made it plain 
in a very bold speech that the government 
had aided the escape of certain noble lords 
who were mixed up in the recent London 
ckab scandal. The, premier’s denial of the 
charge was branded as a falsehood. The 
journalist made such a clear exposure of the 
guilt of the aristocratic criminals that the 
tories determined to make an example of 
him. 

But Mr. Labouchere is a coming man, and 
his suspension will have the effect of mak- 
ing him more popular than ever. The Eng- 
lish people dearly love a martyr. When 
John Wilkes was elected from Middlesex 
and was denied a seat in the commons,the vo- 
ters raised a clamor and continued to re-elect 
him until the administration was compelled 
to yield. Only a few years ago the house 
refused to seat. Mr, Charles Bradiaugh, the in- 
fidel. The result was that the people re-elected 
him, and he not only took his seat, but con- | 
ducted himself with so much dignity and 
courtesy that he disarmed his opponents 
and is now a recognized force in parliament. 

The arrest of Wilkes and the forcible 
ejection of Bradlaugh made them popular he- 
roes, and the policy pursued toward Mr. La-- 
bouchere will have the same effect. The editor 
of Truth is a man of conspicuous ability, and 
he would have been at the front years ago if 
it had not been for his volatile disposition. 
Men distrused:him because he had a light 
way of dealing with serious matters. Re- 
cently, however, the responsibilities laid upon 
him by his constituents have steadied him, 
and he is an earnest advocate of democratic 
ideas, Next to Gladstone no man com- 
mands more hearty applause when he ap- 
pears in public. 

Under the circumstances it is fortunate for 
the people’s favorite that he has drawn upon 


himself a public manifestation of ihe govern- 


ment’s displeasure. It will make him the 
idol of the masses, and it is more than prob- 
able that he will get even with Lord Salis- 
bury by taking an active part in retiring that 
gentleman from the premiership.

Under One Head. 

Did you ever think of the rounds a railroad 
ticket makes before reaching the waste basket? 
Its birth is marked when it is received from 
the printing house at which the company has 
its work done. Then its form and number is 
registered by the ticket clerk, and taken to 
the supply room, where it is shelved until a 
requisition from some agent of the line calls 
for a supply by a certain route: in which it is 
ineluded. Poor little ticket is then taken out 
with others and entered on the ticket 
book again and sent to the agent. 
He receipts for it, stainps it when sold, with a 
force that marks the date on its back wherein 
it begins its journey. If the passenger who 
buys it has baggage (as is usually the case) the 
ticket passes through the hands of the b<- 
gage agent, whose punch clips out the letiz7y 
“B. C.,” indicating that the baggage it covers 
has been checked. The conductor, when it igs 
presented for fare, punches it and takes it up. 
At the end of his trip he enters it upon his re- 
port of tickets collected, and from him it goes 
into the ticket wigticen, department; the re- 
port is examined, checkéd over and filed. The 
ticket is systematically arranged with others 
and put away, only to stay until the agent who 
sold it turns in his report of 
ticket sales at the end of the 
month, when itis again resurected, arranged 
in the order of its form and number, and if re- 
ported correctly and at the right rate, it is term 
to pieces, and finds rest in a waste-basket 
grave.

ness education. While there employed, 
the determination to become a_ law- 
yer grew, and’ he resigned his position to 
commence a course at Neal’s Kirkwood (now 
Edgewood) academy, where he received a 
thorough academic and military training. Af- 
ter a four years’ course at the Kirkwood 
academy, he entered the University of Geor- 
gia, October, 1884. From the first, he was 
among the foreinost students at the university. 
He was a member of the Phi Kappa literary 
society. In 1885'he was elected public debater 
of the society. In 1886 he was one of the 
junior class commencement speakers on his 
general scholarship. In 1887, he was 
elected by the Phi Kappa _. society 
anniversarian (orator) at its 67th anni- 
versary. This is considered the highest - 
college honor: As the subjectof his address 
he chose the German motto, ‘‘Ich Dien,’’ (1 
serve.) Dr. W. L. Jones and the late Dr. P. 
II. Mell, who had been present with few excep- 
tions for twenty-five years, said thatit had 
never been excelled by any speaker at the 
university. He was president of his graduating 
class in 1887, and was again one of the select 
speakers of his senior class at commencement, 
1387. 

During vacations and holidays, Mr. Kontz 
was a railroader, being a conductor of a Pull- 
man palace sleeping car. The press of Georgia 
willremember Mr. Kontz-asthe courteous, 
Pullman conductor, who had charge of their 
excursion to Baltimore, | where’ they 
presented him with a very handsome scarf-pin, 
in accepting which he probably made his 
maiden speech. “Beinga conductor he traveled 
extensively, and gained a vast amount of valu- 
able experience. 

After graduating from the university in 1887 
he accepted the position of Pullman conductor 
regularly, and ran out of Cincinnati as head- 
quarters to Chicago, New Orleans, Detroit, St. 
Louis, etc., but he never gave up the intention 
of being a lawyer, and soon accepted a p! in 
the law department of the Pullman company 
under Colonel Elgin Lochrane. He then en- 
tered the law department of the university of 
Virginia, where he acquired an extensive 
acquaintance, and the venerable and distin- 
guished professor and author, John B. Minor, 
testifies to his success in his studies there. 
Coming back he again entered the law depart- 
ment of the univeasity of Georgia at Athens, 
where, though absent for some time during the 
course, he was third in his class of thirty-two 
men. 

Returning, he was at once appointed local 
counsel of the Pullman company, Colonel E!- 
gin Lochrane having on account of ill health 
resigned and removed from the city. His 
practice from the first has been large, and he 
now accepts the position of judge 
only for the experience which it 
will afford, and as a stepping 
stone in his profession. 

He was an intimate friend of the late Gov- 
ernor Alexander H. Stephens, Chief Justice 
O. A. Lochrane, and Associate Justice Samuel 
Hall, who occupied rooms at the Koutz house 
during hls wholo term on the supreme bench.

The Officers of the Madison Company Make 
Exclanations—Inspectors Complain 
of Their Fees—Other News,

The investigation which Adjutant-General 
Kell instituted last Friday, into the conduct 
of the officers of the Madison Home Guards, in 
failing to obey the governor's orders to assist 
the sheriff of Morgan county to protect Brown 
Washington from lynch law, resulted yes- 
terday, in two letters of explanation. : 

One of the letters came from Captain Me- 
Henry, and contained a statement that he was 
away atthe time the order was received, and 
could not possibly have reached Madison in 
time to be of service. 

The other letter came from Licutenant God- 
frey, and stated that the governor’s order was 
not received by him untii after the lynching 
had occurred. He claimed that his statement 
could be substantiated by the sheriff. 

Before leaving his office, Adjutant-General 
Kell wrote to the sheriff and requeseed him to 
make a full reporton the conduct of the com- 
pany. Should the statement prove unsatis- 
factory, the matter will be bronght to the at- 
tention of the adyisory board at their next 
meeting. 3 

The inspectors of fertilizers claim that they 
are suffering greatly from the bill introduced 
by Mr. Snelson at the last legislature, which 
reduced the inspection fees from fifty cents to 
ten cents. By the former law the inspectors 
were required to have in twice the amount of 
their salaries before they were allowed todraw 
any money for their own use. This was an 
easy matter when the fees were fifty cents. 
Now. that they are only ten cents, the inspect- 
ors have had great difficulty in complying with 
the law. Some of the inspectors have been 
unable to get any of the money due them since 
last October. 

At 12 o’clock last night the time appointed for 
the payment of insurance agents’ fees and the 
filing of semi-annual statements, expired. 
According to law, four companies will be de- 
barred from doing further business in the state 
unless their reports came by the mails after 
the capitol closed last night. Only about half 
of the agents have paid their tax and they will 
continue to do business at their own risk. 
This is, however, small because no notice is 
taken unless some one reports a special case to 
the authorities.

THEY WILL SUFFER FROM THE 
RECENT BLIZZARD.

Many Flower Gardens Spoiled and Consider- 
able Damage Done to Early Vegetables— 
Peaches Safe, but Pears Ruined. 


The cold snap has played havoc with the 
early vegetable crop. 

It has also done not a little damage to the 
fruit crop all over the state. 

Locally, the most serious damage is to the 


vegetable crop, chiefly because of the number 


of market gardens in and near the city. 

Then, besides, many a pet table garden has 
been seriously hurt by the untimely breath of 
winter, which blew over the country the last 
few days, and which has not even yet entirely 
subsitied. 

Atlanta will feel this cold snap for a month 
or two tocome. She will feel it im the absence 
of many of the beautiful flower gardens, in 
which she takes much delight. That is, it will 
be later in the season before a great many 
flowers will put forth their blooms, on account 
of the backset given them by the cold snap. 

Not an inconsiderable number of delicate 
plants and shrubs were killed outright (and 
many a lady shed tears over theirsweet graves) 
those only escaping which had been carefully 
wrapped up or placed beyond the 
grasp of the cutting winds. 

So pleasant has been the weather all along 
that front yards were early dug up this year, 
and when the cold came all over the city beau- 
tiful Nowers were already beginning to peep 
forth, showing their scented petals to the sun- 
light. Some were in full bloom, the snowy 
spyrea and a few pansies. The lives of these 
were cut short, and the morning after the first 
cold night the blooms had disappeared from 
their drooping stems. 

Other plants that were out, exposed, but not 
in bloom or blossom, were seriously harmed. 
They were so injured that it will 
be fully. a month later than usual before they 
recover from the shock and begin budding and 
Jlooming. 

Of course the greatest loss by injury to 
flowers and plants was sustained by those who 
have no greenhouses or conservatories. The 
nursery men lost but slightly, because of the 
system with which the care oftheir flowers is 
condueted. 

While it is yet early enough to plant almost 
all vegetables, stillon account of the open, 
mild winter, and spring like weather of the 
last two months, quite a good deal 
of trnck gardening has been  com- 
menceil by the gardeners about Atlanta. 
Seed has been sown very early, and up to last 
Friday the outlook was promising for an unu- 
sually early vegetable crop. 

Mr. A. Lambertt who has an extensive 
truck garden, near Oakland cemetery, has had 
~seed in the ground Iong enough to bé entirely 
lost. He says he would have had radishes and 
beets ready for market in two weeks, but for 
the blizzard. That killed his whole crop, and 
he will now have to plantover again. He had 
also .other vegetables far enough ad- 
vanced to receive injury, and he 
thinks all sorts of vegetables which were 
in the ground during the coid snap are retarded 
at least a month. 

As to fruit, Mr. Lambert says the pear crop 
is nndoubtedly ruined. Pears have been in 
blossom ‘for sometime, but peaches have not 
yet. began to bud, and of course, this being so, 
the peach crop is not hurt. A great deal of 
damage has been done to the plum crop, but 
aside from thesetwo fruits not much serious 
damage has been done by the blizzard.

The Land Around Griffin. 

GRIFFIN, Ga., March 3.—[{Special.]—The 
cold wave that has been paying a visit for the 
past few days, has been one long to be remem- 
bered by the fruit growers and farmers. 

Your correspondent traversed an area of 
eighteen miles in the fruit region this after- 
noon, and found things in a gloomy state. 
Where beauty and verdure were last Friday, 
today is presented to the vision, trees that have 
the appearance of having gone into mourning. 
An interview with some of the more promin- 
‘ ent mez, who are versed in the art of cultivat- 
ing fruit, will prove interesting reading. And 
I give it, what they think of the prospects. at 
this time. 

Mr. H. W. Hasselgas, who is the pioneer 
pear and grape grower of middle Georgia, 
and the best maker of wines as well, has this 
to say of the situation asitis today. 


One gentleman in town today offers to pay one 
dollar apiece for each peach grown in Spalding 
county this year. The small grain has not es- 
caped, but greatly damaged, if not totally 
ruined. The prospects are good for a further 
freeze tonight. 

The Section Around Albany. 

ALBANY, Ga., March 3.—[{Special.}—Great 
damage bas been done the fruit crop through- 
out this section by the present cold snap. The 
injury is general, extending throughout south 
Georgia and Florida. Your correspondent 
visited the orchards in this vicinity and inter- 
viewed the growers with the following result: 

Said Colonel Nelson Tift: ‘‘My LeConte 
and Kieffer pears are killed. My strawberries, 
Japan plums, figs and early vegetables are de- 
stroyed.”’ 

Mr. J.R. Forrester: ‘I had three hundred 
acres in melons, all of which are killed. I do 
not now feel asif I had lost anything, how- 
ever, a8 my oat crop was being literally 
eaten up by the Hessian fly and other insects. 
This cold snap will save the oats. Last year 
there was not a melon seed planted this early, 
and I shall replant.”’ 

Mr. B. F. Wilder has a thousand LeConte 
trees. All the buds were destroyed. His 
peaches, likewise his Kieffer pears had not 
budded, and were not hurt. | 

Mrs. A. W. Cosby had the same experience 
as Mr. Wilder. 

Mr. J. R. King lost thirty acres in melons, 
and everything he had in the way of fruit and 
vegetables, including 2,000 stalks of sugar 
cane, 2,000 cabbage plants, pears, peaches, etc. 

Mr. W. H. Newsom lost 100 acres 
in melons. His pear trees had® not bloomed 
out very vigorously this season, but had been 
covered with scattered blossoms all winter. 
He had many young pears fully formed and as 
large as the end of your finger, all of which 
were killed. 

Mr. J. M. Tift has fifty acres in pears that 
had not bloomed, and appear but little hurt 
save the ends of the twigs and the young 
leaves, which are bitten down. Upon his 
thirty-acre vineyard all of this year’s growth 
of the grape vines are frozen to the trunk. He 
has thirty acres in corn, the leaves of Which 
are killed, but the plant beneath the 
earth appears thrifty. ‘The plum crop is 
totally destroyed. All his vegetables, save 
celery, are frozen. 

Mr. J. M. Cutliffe lost fifty acrés in melons, 
half of which he has already replanted. 

} The melon growers do not regret greatly the 
loss of their crop, concluding generally with 
Mr. Forrester in the belief that the cold snap 


‘saved the crop of oats, and with the former 


prospect of having melons in May, they think 
they would have been too early for the north- 
ern market. Their great trouble now is.a 
scarcity of seed. This market is *4lmost ex- 
hausted. 

The LeConte pears usually bear a second 

rop here, and it is hoped they will 

again bloom out, and bear a crop about a 
month later. Not more than half the peach 
treeshad bloomed, and that crop will not be 
more than a failure. 

Judge F. F. Putney, of ‘Hardaway, lost his 
strawberry crop, but his other fruit was back- 
ward, and not greatly hurt. 

Mr. J. L. Underwood, of Pearland, near 
Camilla, thinks his LeConte pears were killed 
inja cold snap a month ago. 

The Fort Valley District. 

Fort VAuiey, Ga., March 3.—[Special.]— 
The cold wave of the past few days has played 
sad havoc with vegetables and LeConte pears, 


but the opinions of the fruit men are that; 


peaches are not hurt, and that the peach crop 
is safe and certain, if no later disaster over- 
takes it between now and maturity. 

Mr. T. O. Skellie, a large grower and mana- 
ger of the Georgia fruit and vegetable ex- 
change of Macon, says the peach crop is safe 
so far, and the prospects are flattering for an- 
other large crop. The weather has been en- 
tirely too dry for much of the sap to rise, con- 
sequently it has not soured, as some fruitmen 
say. 

‘‘Yes, sir, peaches are safe, for very few 
trees have bloomed, and there never was a 
year when peach trees failed to bloom.”’ 

Major George T. Jones says: ‘‘The cold 
has not injured the peaches one particle. 
If anything it has been a benefit to the crop, 
inasmuch as it will retard the sap rising, thus 
making blooming later. Consequently the 
fruit will not be sufficiently advanced for 


Captain Varnedoe, the father of the now 
famous LeContes, said, speaking of 
pears: .“You can’t down ‘em.” They 
will come yet, and we will still have 
a fair crop. Millions have been killed, it is 
true, but enough fruit buds are left to make 
plenty of fruit.” 

H. H. Sanford, the nurseryman, is not ‘so 
hopeful.. ‘The pears are gone,”’ said he, “they 
are all killed, buds, flowers, and set fruit. Late 
in season a few straggling flowers will appear, 
and make a few pears here, but the crop will 
be a failure.’’ : 

The Pear Crop Not Injured. 

Boston, Ga., March 3.—{Special.]—The 
freeze of Saturday night has proven less disas- 
trous to the future pear crop than at first 
thought. 


Major O. P. Bennett, one of the largest 


growers and shippers, claims that his orchards 
are damaged very little, owing to the 
continued drought. The pear has been un- 
usually late this season in budding, or 

lossoming, and he thinks his prospects are fa- 
vorable for a good crop. 

Mr. I. T. Stephens was next seen. His 
orchards were little in advance of Major Ben- 
nett’s, which is due to early cultivation. Mr. 
Stephens, in reply to inquiry, said that his 
crop is injured very little, but cannot say to 
what extent for several days.

Seago, as number forty-six, ' 
greatly damaged, and will be later than usual, 
while the general fruit crop will be short: 
The revenue derived from-it will be equal 
to that of a large crop—the scarcity will en- 
hance the value.”’ 

Mr. Henry Galhouse is one of those sturdy 
fellows who weighs carefully what he says, 
and hence when he opens his mouth you may 
expect to hear something of interest. 

“All early varieties of péaches are 
killed in the main. You will find 
a sound one occasionally, but from care- 
ful examination I am convinced 
the crop is damaged more than the majority of 
growers are willing to concede. The later va- 
rieties are in no way affected, at present, by 
the cold snap, but the yield will be small com- 
paratively, owing tothe exhausted condition 
from last year’s crop. 

‘The. pear trees are ruined. My|LeContes are 
black as can be, and a week ago they wore the 
garb of spring. Plums are not much hurt as 
yet, but if the present cold continues, they can- 
not escape the fate of the early peaches. This 
will prove a serious loss, too, as this fruit ships 
well, and always commands a good price.” 

Mr. Husted, the president of the Middle 
Georgia Fruit Growers union, is perhaps the 
best posted man on the art and science of fruit 
in this section. His opinion will be valuable. 
Here is what he says: “The dry weather 
has kept the buds from advancing in 
the main, but the Elberta peaches have ad- 
vanced far enough to be cut off three-fourths. 

I grow the Husted, No. 16, which I find to be 


crop, with no future calamity. LeConte pears 
arekilled, and I am fearful the wild goose 
plum will be a failure.”’ 

Captain J. A. Houser says: “This: cold 
wave has not injured the peach crop any, but 
the fruit on all my LeConte pear trees is 
killed.”’ 

Captain Houser has the largest number of 
bearing fruit trees in this section. - 

Mr, Henry Hiley says: ‘Very few peach 
trees have bloomed yet, and, as their bloom- 
ing isacertainty some time, I consider the 
peach crop safe up to this time.” 

Mr. Ed L. Lee says: “I consider the peach 
crop safe so far, and, on account of this cold 
snap, my hopes of a large peach crop are 
brighter than for some weeks past.”’ 

Your correspondent interviewed all the 
largest and many of the smaller peach growers, 
and they all agree in saying the peach and 
grape crop is perfectly safe so far, and if it 
only comes out as they now predict, i¢ means 
fully one hundred thousand dollars in the 
pockets of the peach growers of this vicinity, 
otherwise they will be out that amount.

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HAWES'S BODY BURIED. 


BROTHER RAILROAD MEN ACT AS 
PALL-BEARERS. 


Quietly, and With no Diyplay, the Body of 
of the Unfortunate Man Laid te Rest 
Among His Kindred. 


Dick Hawes’s body rests at last. 

In the quiet precincts of Oakland cemetery 
his remains repose after many vicissitudes. 

As was desired by his relatives the funeral 
was condacted in the most quiet manner possi- 
ble. 

Mr. and Mrs. Jim Hawes and Mr. and Mrs. 
Ellison, the latter being his sister, drove out 
to Oakland yesterday morning and were pres- 
ent when the hearse, followed by a single car- 
riage, arrived at the grave. 

In that carriage were a number of 
old friends who had known Hawes in the 
older days, Mr. James D. Harris, Mr. Van 
Bell, Mr. John Kennedy, Mr. George Webb, 
Mr. John Webb and Mr. Tom Haney, who 
were to act as pall-bearers. 

All of them, except Mr. Haney, are locomo- 
tive engineers, and he ls a member of the At- 
lanta fire department. 

The coffin was placed in the hearse at 
Wylie & Barclay’s undertaking establishment, 
and followed by the carriage; had been driven 
to Oakland. 

On its arrival there the casket was tenderly 
removed from the hearse by the pall-bearers, 
and preparations were made to lower it into 
the new-made grave prepared for its last rest- 
ing place. | 

The grief of those who loved the dead man, 
through all his trials and troubles, and stood 
by him even in his darkest hours, is something 
too sacred for newspaper comment. 

No services were held, and the casket was 
lowered into the grave without song or cere- 
mony, and as the cold clods were shoveled in 
and heaped above the dead body the friends 
turned weeping away, sorrowing over the sad 
fate of one whose life was cut short just in the 
prime of his manhood. 

For one time the morbid curiosity of the 
rabble had sufficient respect for the living to 
restrain it, and there were only a few persons 
present to watch the fall of the curtain in the 
last act of the Hawes tragedy.

‘THE STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 


Exchange. 

NEW YORK, Marsh 3.—Duliness and stagnation 
were again the lea ling features of the stock market 
today. The general tone of the day was heawy, al- 
though gains in opening prices and recoveries 
- Jater on in the day leave prices generally better 
‘than last Saturday’s figures. The closeness of 
money was the principal cause of heaviness in 
the early trading, but this was entirely done away 
with before the close, and loans on Call were after- 
wards made as low as one per cent. The chance 
of any extension of the improved feeling in Wall 
street, however, is slight, until some news bear- 
ing upon the ftnancial situation comes from Wash- 
ington or there shall bea marked change for the 
better in the monetary situation. Weak- 
ness in. sterling exchange rates  to- 
day was encouraging to the bulls, as 
they are now brought down to near the gold im- 
porting point. The outlook is also improved from 
the fact that the probability is great that the gov- 
ernment disbursements through increased appro- 
priations for coast defences, naval reserves, pen- 
sions and harbor and land improvements, will ex- 
ceed the absorption of money from revenues. The 
news of the day contained some discouraging 
items from Chicago, but dispatches from that 
center, as a rule, were not 80 pessimistic as usual 
of late and influences worked upon the market 
outside of the aggressions of the local bear con- 
tingent were of small weight. The agitation of 
_ question of the Postal telegraph induced an at- 
tack upon Western Union and a decline of one 
per cent was at one time established, but a por- 
tion of it was afterward recovered. St. Paul 
also came in for some pressure upon the news that 
$1,000,000 bonds, which were supposed to have 
been taken, had not been sold, but officers of the 
company say that it has no bonds for saie. Ten- 
nessee coal was unusually strong in early dealings, 
but lost all of the improvement later in the day, 
while sugar was sold down at first, but rallied 
sharply toward the close, and stands alone this 
evening in showing a marked improvement over 
Saturday’s clese.
